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DIVISIONAL  VITAL  STATISTICS 

The  Birth  Rate  for  the  Division  as  a whole  was  20.5  per  thousand  inhabi- 
tants, as  compared  with  the  National  average  of  17.7.  The  high  crude  rate 
for  Garforth  is  notable  and,  even  when  adjusted  for  its  young  population, 
is  considerably  higher  than  the  National  average. 

The  Death  Rates  are  very  near  to  the  National  Rate  of  11.7.  Deaths  are 
now  almost  confined  to  the  first  year  of  life  and  late  middle  age  and 
onwards.

The  dramatic  change  in  the  causes  of  adult  deaths  is  clearly  shown  in 
Table  3,  the  only  infectious  disease  deaths  being  those  of  the  respiratory 
tract  - influenza,  pneumonia  and  bronchitis,  the  great  killers  of  today  being 
cancer  and  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation.  28  persons  — 23  of  them 
men  — lost  their  lives  from  cancer  of  the  lung,  and  1 1 women  from  cancer  of 
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the  breast.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  increasing  health  education  for  the  prevention 
and  early  detection  of  these  cancers  will  be  successful.  440  persons  were 
certified  as  dying  with  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation.  While  there  are 
differences  in  the  numbers  of  notifications  in  the  Urban  Districts,  it  should 
be  borne  in  mind  that  St  George's  Hospital,  situated  in  Rothwell,  is  often  the 
final  home  of  many  elderly  folk,  most  of  whom  were  previously  resident 
outside  the  area.

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It  is  pleasing  to  record  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  the  Division  of  12.1 
per  one  thousand  live  births.  This  is  considerably  better  than  the  National 
figure  of  19.0.  There  is,  however,  a slight  excess  of  very  early  deaths  of 
infants  in  the  Rothwell  Urban  District.  Of  the  16  children  who  died  in  the 
first  year  of  life,  six  were  born  with  congenital  abnormalities  not  compatible 
with  a long  continued  existence.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

As  noted  above,  from  Table  2,  there  were  few  deaths  from  Infectious  Disease 
during  the  year.  The  number  of  notifications  can  be  noted  from  Table  5:  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  only  disease  notified  at  all  commonly  is  Measles.  At  the 
time  of  writing  it  is  hoped  that  protection  against  this  illness  will  be  available 
in  the  near  future.

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PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Care  of  Mothers  and  Babies  — It  has  been  realised  for  many  years  that  a lack 
of  skill  in  the  person  conducting  a confinement  can  have  tragic  and  life-long 
results  for  the  baby.  The  training  and  supervision  of  Midwives  now  ensures 
that  not  only  care  at  the  confinement,  but  in  the  pregnancy  and  post-natal 
period  are  also  of  the  best.  Only  in  this  way  can  we  ensure  the  best  possible 
health  of  mothers  and  babies.  Recently  there  has  been  a call  by  some  for  all 
deliveries  to  take  place  in  Hospital.  Even  if  this  is  desirable,  it  will  not  be 
attainable  for  many  years  to  come  and  the  Divisional  Domiciliary  Midwifery 
Service  will  continue  not  only  to  provide  expert  ante-  and  post-natal  care, 
but  to  conduct  deliveries  in  the  home.  It  is  a cause  for  concern  that  four  out 
of  ten  mothers  in  the  Division  are  still  confined  in  their  own  homes.  The 
accepted  National  figure  is  that  seven  out  of  ten  should  have  Hospital  confine- 
ments. It  is  probable  that  with  the  housing  and  social  conditions  of  the  area 
that  even  this  figure  is  too  low  for  the  local  situation.  From  the  following 
Table  will  be  seen  the  numbers  of  deliveries  at  home  and  in  hospital  for  the 
three  Urban  Districts,  and  the  percentage  of  home  confinements.

The  responsibility  for  the  care  of  the  baby  becomes  that  of  the  Health 
Visitor  on  the  eleventh  day.  She  will  give  advice  on  all  aspects  of  the  care  of 
the  baby.  At  three  months  immunisation  against  Infectious  Diseases  is  under- 
taken by  the  family  doctor  or  Clinic  and  it  is  the  Health  Visitor  who  will,  in 
many  cases  continue  to  supervise  the  health  of  the  child  through  the  school 
years.  During  the  year,  Health  Visitors  visited  6,340  children  under  the  age 
of  5.  They  also  visited,  of  course,  expectant  mothers  and  the  aged.  A prime 
duty  is  Health  Education  to  all  sections  of  the  community. 

Care  of  the  Pre-School  Child  — Increasing  concern  is  being  felt  at  National 
level  at  the  lack  of  amenities  for  the  pre-school  child.  There  is  no  registered 
child  minder  in  the  Division,  but  it  is,  of  course,  the  unregistered  child  minder 
who  is  the  cause  for  concern.  The  Co-ordinating  Committee  for  the  care  of 
children  neglected  or  ill-treated  in  their  own  homes  met  once  during  the 
year.  Health  Visitors  work  closely  with  their  colleagues  in  the  N.S.P.C.C. 
and  the  Children's  Department. 
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Care  of  the  School  Child  — During  the  year,  1,936  pupils  received  a full 
medical  examination.  It  is  no  cause  for  pride  that  in  only  23  of  these  was 
their  physical  condition  considered  unsatisfactory.  Any  one  of  these  should 
be  considered  a disgrace  in  a Country  of  our  standards  of  living.  1,239  pupils 
were  not  considered  to  warrant  medical  examination  under  the  scheme  in 
which  the  Medical  Officer  assesses  report  from  the  parents,  teachers  and 
school  nurses  — a considerable  increase  on  1965  (756).  School  Nurses  under- 
took 22,438  examinations  and  found  220  pupils  infested. 

While  the  family  doctor  rightly  assumes  the  greater  responsibility  for  the 
care  of  the  general  health  of  the  school  child,  the  School  Medical  Service 
concentrates  on  those  defects  liable  to  have  a detrimental  effect  on  educa- 
tion. Most  obvious  of  these  are  defects  of  vision  and  hearing.  655  children 
were  treated  for  errors  of  refraction  (including  squint)  and  389  had  spect- 
acles prescribed.  There  were  1 1 children  known  to  be  in  schools  with  hearing 
aids  and  3,  out  of  844  six  to  seven  year  olds  routinely  tested  for  hearing, 
were  referred  during  the  year  for  special  hearing  tests.  Two  other  children 
were  referred  for  other  reasons. 

While  some  children  fail  to  benefit  from  school  from  a physical  defect, 
e.g.  deafness,  others  do  not  do  so  because  of  limited  intelligence.  There  were 
45  children  known  to  require  special  educational  treatment  for  mental  handi- 
cap. 

It  is  possible  that  children  who  have  neither  physical  nor  mental  defect 
may  also  not  get  on  well  at  school.  It  is  often  found  that  they  have  an 
emotional  problem  and  63  pupils  were  treated  at  Child  Guidance  Clinics 
during  the  year  at  the  Central  Clinic,  Oulton  Lane,  Rothwell. 

Care  of  the  Aged  — As  years  pass,  an  increasing  proportion  of  the  Home 
Nurses'  time  is  spent  in  caring  for  the  aged.  38,276  visits  were  paid  by  Home 
Nurses  during  the  year  and  of  these  25,008  were  to  the  aged.  Chiropody  is 
also  provided 

Home  Helps  — Home  Helps  also  do  not  exclusively  care  for  the  elderly  but, 
the  vast  majority  of  the  hours  worked  is  spent  with  those  aged  65  or  over. 
The  72,215  hours  employed  were  worked  by  113  Home  Helps. 

The  incontinent  pad  service  continues  to  be  widely  used  and  much 
appreciated. 
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PREVENTION  OF  DISEASE 

The  Local  Health  Authority  Services  have  long  been  known  as  the  preven- 
tive medical  services.  It  is  encouraging  to  see  our  colleagues  in  Hospital  and 
general  practice  becoming  increasingly  involved  in  preventive  medicine.  There 
are  three  main  fields  in  the  prevention  of  disease  other  than  that  of  sanitary 
hygiene  — Immunisation,  Health  Education,  and  pre-symptomatic  detection 
of  abnormalities. 

Immunisation  — From  the  tables  9,  10  and  11  can  be  seen  the  number  of 
children  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  pertussis,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis, 
smallpox.  B.C.G.  is  routinely  given  to  children  before  leaving  school  to  give 
added  protection  against  Tuberculosis.  It  is  also  given  to  children  irrespective 
of  age  who  are  contacts  of  known  cases  of  Tuberculosis.  This  work  continues 
to  be  of  vital  importance  in  the  saving  of  lives.

B.C.G.  Vaccination  — 386  school  children  were  vaccinated.  Vaccination  is 
also  given  to  children,  irrespective  of  age,  who  are  contacts  of  known  cases 
of  Tuberculosis  and  30  children  were  vaccinated  during  the  year. 
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Health  Education  Health  education  has  been  given  by  Midwives,  Health 
Visitors  and  Public  Health  Inspectors.  While  it  is  hoped  that  all  expectant  and 
young  mothers  and  school  children  receive  Health  Education,  the  rest  of  the 
population  usually  only  occasionally  gets  advice  on  health  matters.  An  en- 
couraging feature  is  the  increase  of  National  health  education  campaigns 
utilising  posters  and  television.  There  is  a need  for  continued  health  education 
to  the  young  about  the  dangers  of  smoking,  and  to  the  adult  population  on 
the  hazards  of  atmospheric  pollution  by  smoke,  and  the  prevention  of  dental 
caries  by  the  adjustment  of  the  natural  fluoride  concentration  in  the  drinking 
water. 

Early  detection  of  Disease  — Mass  Chest  X-ray  has  long  been  accepted  as  a 
useful  tool  for  the  discovery  of  tuberculosis  before  the  disease  has  given  rise 
to  symptoms.  The  reduction  in  tuberculosis  must,  in  part,  be  ascribed  to  this 
Service. 

Recently  attention  has  been  focussed  on  cervical  cytology  as  a means 
of  detecting  cancer  of  the  womb.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  much  ill- 
health  will  be  prevented  by  the  early  detection  and  arrest  of  the  disease 
processes.  It  would  seem  that  the  Local  Health  Authority  is  well  placed  to 
make  the  necessary  administrative  arrangements  for  such  services.

HOUSING 

Housing  continues  to  have  a greater  effect  upon  the  health  of  the  population 
than  any  other  single  environmental  factor. 

Further  comments  on  Housing  and  Slum  Clearance  will  be  found  in  the 
Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  s Report. 


WATER  SUPPLY 


This  service  is  administered  by  Leeds  Corporation,  and  throughout  the  year 
a satisfactory  supply  of  wholesome  water  was  maintained  in  most  parts  of  the 
urban  district. 

Complaints  have,  however,  been  received  regarding  the  supply  provided  to 
East  Garforth,  both  in  respect  of  quality  and  inadequate  pressure.  Samples 
submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  have,  from  time  to  time,  revealed  the 
presence  of  an  excessive  iron  content  and  approaches  have  been  made  to  the 
Leeds  Water  Department  regarding  this  matter. 

The  following  specimen  chemical  and  bacteriological  reports  are  samples 
of  the  quality  of  water  supplied  to  the  East  Garforth  district  during  the  past 
year.

The  iron  content  of  this  sample  is  in  excess  of  the  usually  accepted  limit 
of  0.4  pts.  per  million,  and  is  sufficent  to  cause  a nuisance. 


Otherwise  the  water  is  in  excellent  condition. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Once  again  extensive  building  operations  have  been  carried  out  during  the 
year,  and  the  Allerton  Bywater  works  are  now  taxed  to  capacity.  Reports 
from  the  Rivers  Board  inspectors  now  indicate  that  the  effluent  is  rapidly 
deteriorating,  and  it  is  essential  that  the  works  be  improved  and  enlarged  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment.  A scheme  to  extend  the  works  to  provide  for 
future  development  has  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  by  the  Council's 
consultant  engineers,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  sanction  to  commence  work 
will  be  given  without  undue  delay. 

DRAINS  and  SEWERS 

The  Scheme  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  the  extension  of  the  sewage  works 
also  includes  provision  for  the  reconstruction  of  the  sewerage  system,  and 
again  it  must  be  stressed  that  this  matter  has  now  become  extremely  urgent. 
In  times  of  heavy  rain,  flooding  occurs  in  parts  of  the  area,  and  sewage  gains 
access  to  houses.  During  the  year  the  Ministry  sanctioned  the  construction  of 
a larger  sewer  under  the  trunk  road  at  Garforth  Bridge  and  this  is  being  done 
at  the  same  time  as  the  road  works.  The  position  in  this  area  is  now,  however, 
so  serious,  that  the  Council  have  had  to  take  the  step  of  recommending  refusal 
of  planning  permission  for  many  projected  developments  until  government 
approval  is  obtained  to  carry  out  the  scheme  submitted  for  the  enlargement 
of  the  sewage  works  and  the  reconstruction  of  the  sewerage  system. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 

As  previously  reported  the  only  sanitary  accommodation  not  on  the  water 
carriage  system  is  at  very  isolated  properties.  Only  27  houses  out  of  a total 
of  7,028  are  not  on  the  water  carriage  system. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Tiling  of  the  walls  has  improved  the  conveniences  at  Kippax  and  Allerton 
Bywater  but  wilful  damage  still  causes  much  trouble  and  expense. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 

Parts  1 and  8 of  the  Act  are  administered  by  the  Council.  The  following 
tables  give  details  of  action  taken.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Garforth  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1966.  Many  details  of 
inspections  are  included  in  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

HOUSING 

During  the  year  a further  33  houses  were  represented  as  being  unfit  for  human 
habitation  and  Orders  were  made  bringing  the  total  dealt  with  in  post  war 
years  to  453;  133  at  Allerton  Bywater,  96  at  Garforth  and  224  at  Kippax. 
Due  to  the  completion  of  a good  number  of  council  dwellings,  it  was  possible 
to  rehouse  the  tenants  of  condemned  houses  very  quickly,  and  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  only  3 families  remained  to  be  rehoused. 

This  year  has  seen  the  justification  of  the  Council's  policy  of  acquiring 
sites  of  condemned  properties,  and  any  doubts  as  to  the  wisdom  of  this 
method  would  be  immediately  dispelled  by  a visit  to  the  Victoria  Street 
redevelopment  area.  Here  we  have  an  excellent  modern  estate  of  houses  and 
flats,  constructed  on  a site  provided  by  the  demolition  of  many  old,  decrepit 
houses,  lacking  all  modern  amenities,  and  had  the  Council  not  taken  the 
initiative  in  purchasing  this  land,  it  would  still  have  remained  an  open  derelict 
space  due  to  the  impossibility  of  redevelopment  by  a multiplicity  of  small 
owners. 

A programme  of  97  Council  dwellings  was  completed  during  1966  com- 
prising 15  three  bedroom,  4 two  bedroom  houses  and  18  aged  persons  flats 
at  Allerton  Bywater;  22  three  bedroom  and  22  two  bedroom  houses  at 
Garforth;  2 three  bedroom  and  14  two  bedroom  houses  at  Kippax.  The  total 
of  Council  owned  dwellings  in  the  area  is  now  1871  (599  at  Allerton  Bywater, 
672  at  Garforth  and  600  at  Kippax)  representing  26.6%  of  all  the  houses  in 
the  district. 

As  suggested  in  last  year's  Report,  a comprehensive  revision  of  the  lists  of 
applicants  for  council  owned  accommodation  has  reduced  the  numbers  out- 
standing considerably.  The  present  number  of  applications  for  houses  is  548 
compared  to  878  at  the  corresponding  time  last  year,  comprising  133  at 
Allerton  Bywater,  224  at  Garforth  and  191  at  Kippax.  A similar  reduction  in 
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the  number  of  applications  for  old  persons'  dwellings  was  achieved  from  370 
to  213  (42  at  Allerton  Bywater,  128  at  Garforth  and  43  at  Kippax).  It  will  be 
seen,  however,  that  even  though  97  Council  and  543  private  dwellings  were 
completed  during  the  year,  it  will  be  some  time  before  the  demand  for  rented 
accommodation  in  this  area  is  satisfied.  The  high  standard  of  accommodation 
provided  for  aged  persons,  with  the  warden  service  and  community  centres, 
no  doubt  plays  a part  in  keeping  up  a constant  demand  for  more  and  more  of 
this  type  of  building,  and  no  more  praiseworthy  task  could  be  undertaken. 
Not  only  does  this  form  of  housing  satisfy  a long  wanted  need,  but  it  often 
serves  a dual  purpose  in  releasing  under-occupied  properties  for  occupation 
by  larger  family  units.

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SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 


Practically  all  the  sanitary  accommodation  in  the  district  is  on  the  water 
carriage  system,  and  only  27  houses  are  not  provided  with  satisfactory  water 
closets  out  of  a total  of  7,028.  Whilst,  due  to  the  isolated  situation  of  these 
properties,  it  would  be  out  of  the  question,  financially,  to  connect  them  to 
a public  sewer,  a survey  is  to  be  carried  out  to  investigate  the  possibility  of 
providing,  with  the  aid  of  a grant,  septic  tank  drainage  in  appropriate  cases. 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  HOUSES 

Even  in  this  year  of  economic  difficulty,  steady  progress  was  maintained  in 
providing  houses  with  standard  amenities. 

During  the  year  under  review,  62  applications  for  standard  grants  were 
approved,  and  of  these  47  were  from  owner  occupiers  and  15  from  landlords 
of  tenanted  properties.  In  the  same  period  improvements  to  the  full  standard 
were  completed  at  61  houses  resulting  in  the  provision  of  56  baths,  59  wash 
hand  basins,  59  hot  water  supplies,  61  internal  W.C.'s  and  12  food  stores  and 
the  amount  of  grant  paid  was  £7,559.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  Council's 
generous  attitude  towards  the  granting  of  loans  to  cover  that  part  of  the 
approved  cost  of  the  work  not  covered  by  grant  has  proved  a great  help  in 
this  work. 

Since  the  commencement  of  Standard  Grants,  a total  of  624  applications 
have  been  approved,  and  of  these  549  were  from  owner-occupiers  and  75 
from  owners  of  tenanted  properties  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  554  had  been 
satisfactorily  completed.  The  figures  given  in  this  report,  cannot,  however,  by 
any  means,  give  a true  impression  of  the  tremendous  transformations  which 
have  taken  place  at  many  houses  in  the  area.  Many  owner  occupiers,  no  doubt 
encouraged  by  the  helpful  loan  facilities,  have,  at  the  same  time  as  installing 
the  standard  amenities,  carried  out  many  improvements  and  repairs,  which 
have  resulted  in  the  provision  of  modernised  dwellings  which  will  provide 
excellent  living  accommodation  for  many  years  to  come.

FOOD  INSPECTIONS 

No  slaughtering  is  carried  on  in  this  Urban  District,  and  the  local  retailers 
purchase  their  meat  from  wholesalers  in  Leeds  and  Castleford.  Periodic 
inspections  have,  however,  been  made  of  meat  and  other  foods  at  local  shops.

BAKEHOUSES 

Two  new  bakehouses  became  operative  during  the  year  and  consultation  with 
the  owners  prior  to,  and  during  the  course  of  construction,  ensured  that  really 
first  class  premises  from  a hygiene  standard  were  provided.  It  is  gratifying  to 
record  that  the  six  bakehouses  in  the  area  are  all  very  satisfactory  and  52 
routine  inspections  made,  throughout  the  year,  have  revealed  no  cause  for 
complaint. 
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ICE  CREAM 


There  are  no  manufacturers  of  Ice  Cream  in  the  district  but  67  retailers  are 
registered  for  the  sale  of  this  product,  an  increase  of  4 on  last  year.  All  these 
retailers  are  supplied  by  one  or  other  of  the  major  manufacturers,  and  the 
practice  of  producers  insisting  upon  proof  of  registration  before  commencing 
supplies  is  a great  help  in  maintaining  adequate  supervision.  Apart  from  a few 
minor  instances  inspections  have  revealed  little  cause  for  complaint. 

PRESERVED  FOODS 

During  the  year  only  one  new  shop  was  registered  for  the  preparation  and  sale 
of  preserved  foods  and  regular  inspections  were  made  of  the  27  premises  now 
on  the  register.  There  has  been  a marked  willingness  on  the  part  of  the  owners 
to  consult  this  department  regarding  any  doubtful  food,  and  this  has  no  doubt 
been  responsible  for  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  complaints  received  from 
consumers. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

The  standard  of  hygiene  in  food  shops  in  this  area  has  been  maintained  at  a 
high  level  throughout  the  year,  due  in  no  small  measure,  to  the  fact  that  most 
of  them  are  under  personal  supervision  of  the  owners.  This  ensures  that  when 
inspections  reveal  any  falling  off  in  standards,  direct  contact  can  be  made  at 
the  time  of  inspection  with  someone  directly  responsible.  Another  feature 
which  helps  to  maintain  a good  standard  of  hygiene  is  the  fact  that  all  plans 
of  new  shops,  and  alterations  to  existing  premises,  are  submitted  to  this 
department  prior  to  approval.

From  the  above  list  it  will  be  seen  that  there  are  171  premises  in  the  area 
subject  to  the  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1960,  an  increase  of  5 
during  the  year.  Inspections  carried  out  confirm  the  fact  that  in  every  case 
adequate  provisions  are  made  to  comply  with  Regulation  16,  but  it  has  been 
found  necessary,  on  a few  occasions,  to  insist  on  a stricter  observance  of  the 
requirement  that  clean  towels  should  always  be  readily  available.  4 chemists 
and  2 sweet  shops  are  exempt  from  Regulation  19  by  virtue  of  the  fact  that 
no  open  food  is  handled,  but  in  all  the  other  premises  facilities  for  the  washing 
of  food  and  equipment  are  provided. 
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It  IS  hoped  with  the  coming  into  force  of  the  amended  Food  Hygiene 
(Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles)  Regulations  1966,  that  further  progress 

will  be  made  in  the  cause  of  the  more  hygienic  handling  and  distribution  of 
food. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGULATIONS 

As  in  previous  years  all  milk  sold  in  this  area  comes  from  the  large  dairy 
combines  in  Leeds  and  Castleford.  Milk  processed  and  bottled  at  the  premises 
of  Associated  Dairies  Ltd.,  in  Leeds  is  delivered  daily  to  a central  refrigerated 
store  in  Garforth  from  where  local  retailers  collect  their  supplies,  thus  enabling 
the  householder  to  obtain  as  fresh  a supply  as  possible.  Once  again,  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  record  that  this  department  has  received  no  complaints  regarding 
the  quality  of  milk  during  the  past  year. 

PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT 

Once  again,  work  under  the  above  Act  has  been  carried  out  on  a yearly 
contract  by  a firm  specialising  in  the  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  with  very 
satisfactory  results. 

The  table  below,  which  is  in  the  new  form  asked  for  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  gives  details  of  the  work  carried  out  during 
the  year.

CLEAN  AIR  ACT  1956 

Whilst  it  is  not  possible  to  report  any  progress  regarding  the  control  of 
domestic  smoke,  it  is  again  very  noticeable  that  more  and  more  householders, 
particularly  the  purchasers  of  new  houses,  are  voluntarily  turning  to  some 
form  of  smokeless  fuel  for  heating.

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There  is  no  problem  in  this  area  from  industrial  smoke  or  grit  and 
industrialists  have  readily  co-operated  with  the  Council  when  installing  new, 
or  altering  existing,  boiler  plants. 

CARAVAN  SITES 

With  the  exception  of  a few  minor  complaints,  it  is  again  possible  to  report 
that  the  only  caravan  site  in  the  district  has  been  conducted  satisfactorily. 
Improvements  to  the  toilet  facilities  have  been  made  and  a re-wiring  of  the 
electrical  supply  is  being  undertaken. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

It  is  now  possible  to  report  with  some  degree  of  certainty  that  all  premises 
covered  by  the  above  Act  have  now  been  registered.  Most  of  the  offices  and 
shops  have  had  at  least  one  inspection,  and  with  the  willing  co-operation  of 
most  of  the  employers  many  improvements  have  been  effected.  The  old 
saying  "familiarity  breeds  contempt",  seems  to  be  very  true,  both  on  the 
part  of  the  employer  and  employee  regarding  many  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Act,  and  a common  sense  approach  at  the  time  of  inspection  seems  to  be  all 
that  is  needed  in  most  cases. 

As  mentioned  in  last  year's  report  the  standard  of  lighting  in  many 
premises  is  far  from  adequate  if  one  takes  note  of  the  I Hum  mating  Engineering 
Society  Code.  There  is  no  doubt  that  when  regulations  are  made  under 
Section  8 (2)  of  the  Act,  the  majority  of  shops  and  offices  will  have  to 
provide  a much  improved  system  of  lighting. 

The  "maintenance  of  a reasonable  temperature"  in  some  premises  presents 
difficulties  but  in  this  area  at  least,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained,  all  employees 
are  provided  with  "conveniently  accessible  and  effective  means"  of  warming 
themselves. 

During  the  year  3 accidents  were  reported,  but  all  were  of  a very  minor 
character,  which  after  investigation  required  no  further  action.

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PETROLEUM  STORAGE 

During  the  year,  3 new  petrol  storage  installations  were  completed  and 
licences  issued,  making  the  total  in  the  district  30  with  a total  storage 
capacity  of  88,890  gallons. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  Fire  Service  once  again  carried  out  an 
inspection  of  all  the  premises  licensed  to  store  petroleum  spirit  and  the 
attention  of  the  owners  was  drawn  to  any  infringements  of  the  conditions  of 
licence. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

It  is  now  becoming  a regular  habit  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work 
carried  out  by  the  foreman  and  workmen  of  the  Cleansing  Department,  who 
have  once  again  maintained  an  excellent  collection  service  in  the  face  of 
another  year  of  rapid  building  expansion. 

As  mentioned  in  previous  Reports  the  choice  of  tipping  sites  is  rapidly 
contracting  in  this  area  due  to  the  quickly  changing  character  of  the  district 
from  semi-rural  to  built-up  urban  development.  Negotiations,  somewhat  pro- 
tracted, are  still  taking  place  for  the  purchase  of  land  adjoining  the  Council's 
present  tip  at  Owlwood  Sewage  Works,  which,  when  acquired  will  provide  two 
or  three  years  tipping  space  for  refuse  from  Kippax  and  Allerton  Bywater.  It 
is  very  apparent,  however,  that  the  planned  growth  of  this  urban  district,  will, 
in  the  course  of  a few  years,  make  it  necessary  for  the  Council  to  consider 
other  methods  of  disposal  than  tipping.  One  anticipates,  however,  that  before 
the  situation  in  this  area  becomes  too  desperate,  the  Working  Party  on  Refuse 
Disposal,  set  up  by  the  Government,  will  have  reported,  and  its  finding  should 
be  of  great  assistance  to  the  Council  in  deciding  future  policy. 

The  changing  character  of  house  refuse  has  made  it  necessary  to  consider 
the  provision  of  a different  type  of  collection  vehicle,  and  after  trials  of 
different  systems,  an  order  was  placed  for  a Karrier  Ramillies  continuous 
loading  compression  vehicle.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  Report,  this  machine 
has  been  in  commission  for  a few  weeks,  and  is  already  justifying  its  choice. 

The  problem  of  abandoned  old  cars  has  shown  an  increase  during  the  year 
but,  up  to  now,  with  the  co-operation  of  a local  garage  owner,  no  serious 
difficulty  has  arisen.  Many  more  calls  are,  however,  being  made  on  the 
Department  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  bulky  articles  of  furniture 
etc.  This  is  now  becoming  a very  regular  feature,  but  however  heavy  a task  it 
may  seem  to  be,  it  is  certainly  much  better  that  the  Council  should  continue 
to  undertake  this  service  rather  than  have  to  collect  the  same  refuse  after  in- 
discriminate dumping. 

Throughout  the  year,  thanks  to  the  willing  co-operation  of  the  Engineer 
and  Surveyor's  Department,  it  has  been  possible  to  examine  plans  of  all  new 
housing  and  industrial  development.  By  this  method  it  has  been  found  possible 
to  secure  the  amendment  of  layouts  prior  to  construction  to  facilitate  the  task 
of  refuse  collection.
